WASHINGTON, July 9.— Naval 
training units will be established 
this fall at six of the nation’s 
leading universities,. capable of 
turning out each year 1,200 naval 
reserve officers, the navy depart- 
ment announced today.

CHICAGO, July 9.—Burning heat 
and violent storms took additional 
toll of life today. The latest ac- 
counts gave ten dead.
